FAYETTEVILLE.— (/P) —A request 


that his body be cremated and "the 
'ashes be thrown to the four winds," 
because "I wish to leave no grave over 
which anyone may grieve," was pen- 
ned1 by Rowland Benjamin Schaefer, 
youthful University of Arkansas lan- 
guage .instructor, before he shot and 
killed himself over a love affair, dur- 
ing a New Year's party, early Friday 
morning. 
"Death ends nil," he wrote further,
